6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification sliall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
The specification fails to explain what is intended by MDM. 

Correction is required without new matter. 

8. Claims 1-8 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1-8 are indefinite in failing to recite positive method steps. How is the 
«|ulin used? Claims 7, 8 and 12 are indefinite as to scope in i^^ing a genus and

species thereof in a single claim, viz. "2-7%... 4%" (claim 7), "3 to 60... 30" (claim 8) and 
"meat... meat" (claim 12, lines 1-2). 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

10. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

11. Claims 1 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
et al (WO 96/01849, Ex. 24). 

Sl^tte et al discloses a meat product including meat, water and ^ulin, each 
present in an amount as claimed by applicant, and rind. 

12. Claims 2-8, lOand 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over^^^et al (Exs. 24 and 33). 

Finding the optimum amount of each component would require nothing more 
than routine experimentation by one reasonably skilled in this art. The particular type of 
meat (claims 4-6) merely depends upon personal preference and consumer appeal and 
is entitled to no patentable weight. 

13. Claims 1-10 and 12 are also rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Frippiat et al (5,527,556, Ex. 19). 
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Frippiat et al discloses a meat product including milk, ^lilin, salt, lard and 
^E^. Applicant IS referred to the last^sentences in paragraph No. 12 above. 

1 4. Claim 1 1 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, ^mtti^mB^^ set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
